large naval force in its state to man a 
couple of craft for local defence. 
With 


a small appropriation from the state 
and a geueious contribution from those 
citizens who can well affoid it, an ex 
cellent organization on a brigade basis 
can be very efficiently and speedily ef 
fected.
